K. Lucas, who retomad Thursday 
from a conference at I<axlngton with 
the chief prohibition oflolal. 

The coltecto said he called the 
commissioner's attention to the exlti- 
(Mice of an <irganlzatlon of nn'ii wlio 
have removed whisky from a niniibfr 
of distilleries and disposed of il il- 
legally. Several dIstlllerieH are in- 
volved, the collector aald, and he 
asked the commissioner to send a 
squad of special men to Investigate 
the robberiea, faked or real, and to 
break up the looting. 

However, there have bean no dlst'l- 
lery robberiea in tbe laat several 
weeks and Commission^ Haynes tohl 
him, Mr. Lucaa aald, tbat'he bellevt il 
Lucas' "shoot to kill' order to the 
llstlllery guards was largely resi)on- 
slblo. 

The collector said that Conimisslci:i- 
er Haynes thought that the tendono 
of the press to expose distillery ro!- 
heries and fight bootleggers w i ■ 
largely responsible for a betlernieiil 
rf conditions.

Theaa are the principal statistics 
obtained by the BVirest Serrloa, United 
Statea Department of Agriculture, in 
its 1920 canvass of American saw- 
mills. They are based upon reports 
from 16,978 active mills out of L'S, 2-1.1 
estimated to have been in operation. 
Several thandand iiiills cultinj; Ic^s 
than 50,00U feet wore not tabul;ili'd. 
though allowance was made for il:eir 
cut. Comparisons wiili lyi9 arc pub- 
lished by permission of tiie Bureau of 
the Census, I'nited States Department 
of Commerce. 

The tables show that tha sUtes 
which increaaed their cut are all in 
the Faeiflo Ooeat gioap and the 
Roekjr Momtalns.
